Soil Law

The Soil and Sedimentation 
Contro! act, takes effect the 
first of the year. It will be up to 
the counties to enforce the law. 
| have been working with both 
Crawiord and Roscommon 
Counties in getting their general 
rules in order to enforce the act. 

One part of the law which we 
tried to get around, but can’t, is 
that a permit will be needed by 
anyone making a soil distur- 
bance within 500 feet of a water 
course or lake. Thereiore, any- 
one planning on buiiding a 
house within 500 feet of a lake 
or stream will have to obtain a 
permit from the enforcing of- 
ficlal. tn Crawford County the 
zoning administrator is the en- 
forcing official He is Roy 
Papenfus. Roscommon County 
has not designated an enforcing 
agency as yet, but is in the 
process. | expect them to have 
this taken care of by the time it 
is necessary to enforce the law. 

In setting fees, we have tried 
to keep them to the bare 
minimum to cover the costs of 
administering the law. | am 
suggesting a cermit fee of $19 
for a dwelling within 500 feet of 
a lake or stream with an 
additional inspection fee of $10. 

If there are unusual amounts 
of grading or filling necessary, 
then additional inspections may 
be needed at $10 per inspection. 

Anytime a soil disturbance of 
one acre or morc is planned or 
within 500 feet of water, the 
Applicant must present a plan 
demonstrating that no soil or 
sediment will leave the premis- 
es. 

Any township or county that 
issues building permits must 
notify the enforcing officer of 
applications for building per- 
mits within 500 feet of a lake or 
stream. 

Both counties are trying to 
cut down on duplication as 
much as possible.

From 
then on, the only traction 
devices permitted will be those 
complying with rules developed 
by the Department under a 
1973 state law regulating use of 
studded tires. 

The new rules permit devices 
which do no more than 25 per 
cent as much damage to high- 
ways as the iungsten carbide 
studs.

gunshots damaging insulaiors, 
transmission lines or substa- 
tions. It has cost the utility over 
$18.000 to repair this damage. 

"The statistic we are most 
CONCETES ALe~is-thet nearly 
52,870 customers have exper- 
ienced service interruptions be- 
cause f errant gunshots during 

-+ the tyear.” Porter said. 

Porter pointed out that heat- | 
ing systems are knocked out of 
service when the electricity is 
interrupted and that an ener- 
gized line that falls to the 
ground could cause a brush fire 
or seriously injure anyone who 
comes into contact with it. 

He also cautioned that public 
health and safety agencies 
could be unable to react to an 
emergency if their electric pow- 
er is lost. 

Porter said that most in- 
cidents of gunshot damage 
occur in rural areas, but lately 
several cases have occurred 
near larger communities. 

Consumers Power is continu- 
ing to patrol electric transmis- 
sion and distribution lines to 
discourage marksmen from us- 
ing the insulators and lines for 
target practice. 

Also, the company has stand- 
ing reward offers for informa- 
tion resulting in conviction of 
persons who damage Consu- 
mers Power equipment. 

Company records show that 
the greatest number of gunshot 
damage incidents are reported 
in late October and November.
